things went on for ten daya; the fore- 
man would call a meeting twice a day, 
take a vote, and, as no compromiie 
could be effected, theeuohre men won d 
retuuie their game. 
Ono of the "*ti F- 


backs" »t leugth got hold of the oardt 
and burned them up, and for this right- 
eous act ho suffered the martyrdom pf 
being called thief and incendiary" until 
he threatened a auit for slander. 
All 


thin wan "fun for the boys," but cop- 
finement was getting irksome, nnd tjiey 
began to consider seriously bow they 
should regain their liberty and reljevo 
the agonizing suspense of the prisoners. 
Two of the three for acquittal at length 
went over to the enemy, leaving ope 
againat eleven ; but ho was dogged and 
unyielding, and they wore forced to firid 
sources of amusement again. Sonic- 
body extemporised nnothor pack of cards" 
from Borno stiff wrltiug-pnpor, and the 
wicked game went on, while tho "stiff- 
backs" road from ono copy of tho Scrip- 
tvren, and otheis dunocd the "Boston 
dip" nnd sang hymns ! But to bo for- 
over shut in by four walls, oven with 
such a range and variety of amusements, 
was so dreacy a prospect that it at 
length steeled tho one stubborn ju^or 
against the prisoners, and he agreed ,to 
call them guilty,—but only on on*'of 
tho four counts.

and a half, with a fino of 8500 each. 
That is what tho cntolligcnt juior does 
when ho wants to "let a man off ewiy !" 
Truly, it is a hardened wretch who can 
refrain from suicide eleven days* while 
auch a " jury of his poors" danoe, 
sing, and play cards, with his fate in 
their hands.
